As  a  special  project,  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  has  ci'eated  a  Stu¬ 
dent  Court,  with  the  student 
body  vice  president,  Travers 
Booth,  as  chairman  and  four 
senators  as  members. 

The  four  Senate  members  of 
the  court  are  Judy  Miller,  Ros- 
anne  Bartlett,  Bernard  Veak 
Jr.,  and  James  Beemer.  Two 
additional  members  of  the 
court  are  the  vice  president  of 
Association  of  Women  Stu¬ 
dents,  Deanne  Bower,  and  the 
vice  president  of  the  Men’s 
Residence  Hall,  Bob  Burrell. 

Upon  call  of  the  chairman, 
the  court  will  meet  and  discuss 
cases  concerning  traffic  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  campus.  It  will 
also  make  recommendations  to 
the  college  concerning  im¬ 
provements  and  changes  to 
the  present  traffic  system. 

If  a  student  believes  that  the 
decision  giver,  in  his  case  is 
unjust,  he  may  appeal  to  the 
next  higher  authority,  the  Stu¬ 
dent-Faculty  Disciplinary  Com¬ 
mittee.

The  recent  discussions  of  the 
Viet  Nam  proglem,  in  addition 
to  broadening  students’  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Viet  Nam  situa¬ 
tion,  revealed  a  basic  weak¬ 
ness  in  the  Un’ted  States’  for¬ 
eign  policy  —  a  lack  of  em¬ 
pathy. 

The  United  Stales  is  not 
likely  to  succeed  in  its  diplo¬ 
matic  relations  with  Viet  Nam, 
or  with  any  other  country,  un¬ 
til  the  government  realizes 
that  other  people  of  the  world 
feel,  think,  and  act  differently 
from  Americans.  To  under¬ 
stand  the  culture  and  psycholo¬ 
gy  of  a  foreign  country,  one 
must  ultimately  learn  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  that  country. 

Henri  Peyre,  chairman  of 
the  department  of  romantic 
languages  at  Yale  University, 
maintains  that  language  is 
“the  mirror  and  the  vehicle” 
of  a  country’s  culture. 

Unless  the  United  States 
is  able  to  develop  a  keen 
sense  of  international  em¬ 
pathy  through  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  foreign  language 
study,  oiir  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions  with  other  countries 
will  continue  to  weaken. 
Apparently  the  United  States 
depending  too  heavily  on 
pecuniary  means  to  establish 
good  -  will  with  foreign  coun¬ 
tries.  Since  the  birth  of  for¬ 
eign-aid,  the  U.  S.  has  dispens¬ 
ed  to  foreign  countries  over 
100  billion  dollars  —  much  of 
which,  for  practical  purposex, 
has  been  wasted. 

Some  of  the  projects  financ¬ 
ed  by  aid  money  questionably 
spent  include  a  fifteen-mile  six- 
lane  highway  in  Portugal  join¬ 
ing  Lisbon  and  Estoril  —  a 
gambling  resc^,,  four  mills 
built  in  Korea  in  areas  where 
wheat  was  not  grown,  a  village 
constructed  in  Italy  where  no 
one  wanted  to  live,  a  road  in 
Iran  that  led  to  nowhere,  a 
medical  station  in  Viet  Nam 
used  for  a  hog-rhed. 

Even  ill  instances  where 
foreign-arj  has  been  wisely 
spent,  friendship  and  grati¬ 
tude  was  not  necessarily 
attained  through  the  monc-' 
tary  assistance.  In  France, 
for  example,  only  four  per 
cent  of  the  French  people 
who  participated  in  a  poll 
agreed  that  the  Marshall 


Plan  (post-war  foreign-aid 
to  France)  was  Influential 
in  France’s  recovery  after 
the  war.  Indo-Cbina  receiv¬ 
ed  over  one  billion  U.  S. 
dollars,  then  turned  com- 
iministic. 

Since  100  billion  dollars  has 
not  established  favorable  inter 
national  relations  for  the  Un 
ited  States,  would  it  not  ap¬ 
pear  that  foreign  countries  do 
not  simply  desire  a  cashier’s 
check  which  an  interpreter  ex¬ 
plains  is  a  gift  from  the  Great 
Society? 

Could  it  not  be  that  countries 
want  friendship  based  on  un¬ 
derstanding,  and  perhaps  spec¬ 
ialized  assistance  which  the  U. 
S.  cannot  give  unless  she  has 
foreign  service  officers  who 
are  fluent  in  foreign  languages 
and  can  associate  themselves 
with  the  real  needs  and  desires 
of  the  people? 

Competence  in  at  least 
one  foreign  language  has 
always  been  theroetically 
required  of  a  foreign  serv¬ 
ice  officer;  however,  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  ade¬ 
quately  trained  personnel 
has  led  to  a  relaxation  of 
the  qualificuUons. 

The  shortage  of  Americans 
who  are  trained  in  foreign  lan¬ 
guages  is  understandable  when  , 
one  realizes  that  over  one-half ' 


of  our  public  schools  offer 
instruction  in  foreign  langua  1 
according  to  Dr.  'nieod!i 
Ilucbencr,  director  of  forg 
languages  in  the  .'schools 
New  York  City. 

Of  the  public  schooi.s  Ihat . 
have  foreign  language  dopj 
ments,  very  few  offer  coun. 
in  Chinese,  a  menilrer  of 
Sino  -  Tibetan  family  of  liji 
guages  wliich  includes  ovcril 
million  speakers  —  praetieff 
one-fourth  of  the  human  r*l 
Pertaining  to  the  \  lot  Ni,| 
problem,  the  United  Slalil 
neglect  of  the  Chino.se  Ijl 
guage  is  quite  significant,  siiv| 
approximately  50  per  cent  (I 
the  words  in  the  Vielnam(f| 
language  are  borrowed  fru- 
the  Chinese. 

In  the  present  world  of  u'/jj 
rest,  distrust,  and  misiindt'l 
standing,  the  importance  fi 
language  in  internalional  tet;! 
tions  must  be  recognized  ai  | 
emphasized  if  the  Inili'. 
States  is  to  fulfill  her  de.stitj 
as  a  world  leader  and  proim’^ 
er  of  good-will  and  inU'rnafMyl 
al  empathy.  Dr.  Huebener 
concluded  that  “knowied.ge  f'| 
foreign  language  is  not 
cultural  luxury:  it  is  a  prjJ 
tical  necessity  .  .  .  for  eultun'l 
excliange,  for  international 
derstanding,  for  peace.  "
